Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 
recites in section E, "a closed louver member slidingly carried over said light 
transmitting tube, said closed louver member substantially covering said light 
transmitting tube and said base assembly", claim 1 recites in the last paragraph 
"whereby said open and closed louver members form a vertically stacked layer of louver 
members". Since applicant has recited there is only one closed louver member, it is 
unclear how the open and closed louver members form a vertically stacked layer of 
louver members since such a statement suggest that there is a plurality of open and 
closed louver members. Claim 7 recites in section B "said horizontal connector 
member". There is no antecedent basis in the claim for this limitation appropriate 
correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 ,3-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art cited, specifically lacono et al and Toth, although teaching a light 
fixture with a lens member and louver members having central openings therein, the 
prior art cited does not teach in combination a lighting fixture with a plurality of vertical 
framing members extending from the four corners of the top end of the base and 
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defining four open windows the vertical framing members having a top end . a light 
transmitting tube surrounding the vertical framing members, and the horizontal 
connector member, one or more open louver members surrounding the light 
transmitting tube, a closed louver member on top of the open louver member and 
surrounding the light transmitting tube.
